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It will be seen that the Assessment Rolls of some of the Coun- 
ties have fallen off from former years, and that the deduction 
of twenty per cent from the Territorial proportion of the prop- 
erty tax has considerably reduced the receipts into the Terri- 
torial Treasury under the last Revenue Act of 1868 and 1869, 
together with the extra compensation added, lias somewhat in- 
creased the liabilities of the Territory. 

From the correspondence on file in this office, and other re- 
liable sources of information, it is believed that the failure ori 
the part of the County Officers to make the proper returns. 
of the Licenses and Poll Tax Receipts, with which they have 
been charged in former years, has been caused in a great 
measure by.a want of the published Statutes of the Territory. 

On the receipt of the Statutes and Laws of the Second and 
Third sessions, by the Territorial Secretary, this office was 
called upon by requisition, for a sufficient amount of stamps to 
forward them to the different County Officers in the Territory, 
together with the Laws of the Fourth and Fifth sessions and 
other official documents. This I responded to, believing that it 
would be an essential benefit, as well as a source of reliable in- 
formation to the Officers of the respective Counties. In the 
absence of any authority for granting: this request, I drew a 
voücher on the Territorial Treasurer for the requisite amounts, 
which was duly honored by him, for the purpose herein stated. 
This, with some articles of furniture for the accommodation of 
the two offices, will account for the excess allowed for contin- 
gent expenses of these offices for the last two years. 

On a ehange of the Judiciary of the Territory it was claimed 
by the new appointees that they were entitled to the increased 
pay provided by Chapter 48, Laws Fifth Session, “to provide 
increased compensation to the officers of this Territory."I be- 
ing of a different opinion, Judge Lewis and myself submitted 
an agreed case to Judge Milton Kelly, of the First District, as 
also, I submitted the question to the U. B. District Attorney, 
my legal adviser. j 

The U. S. District Attorney gave as his opinion, that the 
new appointees were entitled to the increased pay, and Judge 
Milton Kelly, on his decision of the case, ordered a peremptory 
writ of mandamus to issue, commanding me to issue a Warrant 
for such increased pay to Justice Lewis. As this disposed of the 
whole question, hare issued Warrants accordingly to both 
newly appointed Justices. 

The General and Prison funds have fallen behind during the 
year 1869. The Sinking fond is in a prosperous condition, 
and it is expected that a yearly reduction will hereafter be 
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made in the Funded debt of the Territory enough to pay iu- 
terest and Bonds in full at their maturity. 

By act passed Fifth Session, for the relief of Wells, Fargo 
& Co., for Express charges on packages of books &c., directed 
to the "Territory, for the sum of $206 00, only $114 00 of the 
amount has been expended, they not being able to furnish a 
claim, together with the articles, sufficient to cover the full 
amount, leaving in the Treasury unexpended of the appropri- 
ation ninety-one dollars and ninety cents. 

The workings of the new Revenue Law, when well under- 
stood by the«County Officers, will be an improvement on the 
former one, and with a prosperous year, as it now bids fair to 
be, for mining and farming, we may expect our Treasury to 
be in such a eondition as to enable the Territory to meet all 
liabilities at maturity. .

. I have the honor to submit to your Excelleney the following 
suggestions and recommendations relative to the Sinking Fund, 
General Fund, Prison Fund and the Revenue Act, generally. 

I am convinced, after two years practical test, that the Rev- 
enue Act needs vital amendments, and careful revision to be” 
effectnal in the future. 

There are at present, two Revenue-Laws and parts of Laws, 
on the statute books, which produce incalculable confusion and 
great uncertainty. : 

The features of the laws are entirely different in many lead- . 
ing points, and one or the other should be repealed, and the 
one retained amended so as to be of service, and that it can be 
comprehended and enforced by the different officers. 


* SINKING FUND: 


I would advise that the Territorial Treasurer rebate the 
interest on coupons payable next after the regular half-yearly 
payment, at the rate of one per cent per month, and that on 
the 1st of July and December, bids be advertised for redemp- 
tion of the Funded Debt, as directed by law, without regard 
to the forthcoming interest, 


Fc e 


GENERAL FUND. 


In eonsequence of the extra compensation bill, passed by the 
last Legislature, the General Fuj:iis largely in debt, but the 
drain upon this fund having beeng;endered null by Congress, 
Mee i every reason to believe that this fund will be out of 
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debt within the next two years. I would therefore advise no 
alteration before this fund is out of debt. 


Prison Eryo. 


The Prison Fund is deeply in debt, and I would advise a 
reduction of the amount allowed for tho keeping of Territorial 
Prisoners. ` 

In a short time the U. S. Penitentiary now building, will be 
ready for occupation, and the alarming increase of this Fund 
will stop when the prisoners are removed to it. 


ScHOOL FUND, 


The present law is seemingly but little heeded, and I would 
advise that it be amended so as to secure to this Fund the one 
y per cent on franchises and other sources, as provided by law. 
: I would also suggest that the Territorial proportion of the 
Revenue be paid and remitted to the Territorial Treasurer free 
of charge for collecting, or any other charges. In considera- 
tion of the Territory paying the expense of printing Licenses 
and Poll Tax Receipts used by the Counties, it is requested 
that the Counties pay the Territorial proportion of revenue 
without charge to the Territory. The cost for printing the 
blanks being between $2,000 and $2,000, per annum. Provid- 
ed the Territorial Treasurer shall pay the express or other 
charges, at a reasonable rate, on moneys so sent by the County 
Treasurers to the Territorial Treasurer, as now provided. 
Also, that some law be enacted to require the Auditors and 
Treasurers of the different counties te report collectively to 
this office, and on the day specified by law. 

It will be observed that there are some three County Audi- 
tors that have not sent their November (14th) Reports to this 
office, to date. This delays the operations of this office, as ìt 
is unable to give to the Legislature a full report for the year 

70. 

I would recommend that the law be so amended to require 
the Auditors of each county to render his Quarterly License 
Report on and up to the date of the last Quarterly Auditors 
and Treasurers Report to this office. Also, that a change be 
made in the law requiring “tie Controller to report each year, 
as since this law was po: Yd, Congress has provided that the 
Legislature meet -bi-ennidaly. The exact condition of the 
affairs of this office can be made known to the publie at any 
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time, as by law it is now provided that the Governor may re- 
quire both the Controller and Treasurer to report any time he 
may think expedient. 

Under the provisions of our Revenue law, on taxes becoming 
delinquent, it is made the duty of the Auditor to deliver the 
list to the District Attorney, whose duty itis to commence 
suit against the delinquents, and prosecute the same to judg- 
ment. This involves a large expense, and is wholly unnec- 
essary. By the provisions of Section 3, of the Revenue Act, 
the tax is made alien on the property assessed; andif the 
law were so amended as to require the County Commissioners 
to attach their warrants to the list, authorizing the collector to 
proceed to collect the taxes due, by distress and sale if neces- 
sary—such warrant would take the place of a judgment and 
execution—the object would be at once accomplished without 
expenses either to the Territory or tax payer; and I recom- 
mend that the law be so amended. 

I would suggest that the proportion of territorial revenue 
be reinstated as it was prior to 1868 on property tax, to liqui- 
date the liabilities of the Territory, with other suggestions 
recommended in this report, will free the territory of debt in 
the Prison and General Funds, after which the revenues of the 
Territory derived from licenses and miscellaneous sources will 
maintain it, and internal taxation can be reduced, and thesev- 
eraleounties ean then apply the tax to the payment of their 
indebtedness the amount which now goes to the territory for 
general purposes. | 

All the Counties have particular and separate laws for the 
collection of taxes, with different fees, salaries and allowances 
for officers. I suggest that a general law, with even applica- 
tion to each and every County, would be for the best interest 
of the territory. 

The extra compensation granted by the last Legislature to 
the Governor, Judges of the U. S. District Court and Territo- 
rial Secretary, was rendered null by Act pf Congress on the 
15th day of July last, since which daté no extra compensation 
has been paid to the said Federal officers. 

By Statement V, it will be seen that there are balances due 
the Territory from the different counties on their assessment 
rolls, This is partly owing to the Auditors not reporting the 
delinquent rolls uneollectable to this office to have the amount 
passed to their credit. 

In many quarterly reports to this office, the County Auditors 
and Treasurers omit to fill the blanks intended as duplieate

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with vouchers for the collection of the Territorial proportion 
of the revenue. I would therefore suggest that the law be so 
amended as to require this to be done. 

Trusting that the within report may be satisfactory, and 
believing that the annexed is a full and correct exhibit of the 
transactions of this office, and the recommendations offered’

The Territorial prison has been keptin the Doise county 
jail loeated at Idaho City, and designated a ** Temporary Ter- 
ritorial Prison," in an aet to create a Territorial Prison Com- 
missioner, and to provide for the care and safe keeping of Ter- 
ritorial conviets (third session laws, section 2), at which place 
prisoners remaining in custody are still kept. 

The want of proper channels of labor for convicts at that 
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place has been seriously felt since its occupation, as no mode 
of employment has been found conducive to the publie interest 
to employ their minds and bodies, as contemplated in section 
7, in act above referred to. Hence, from this source, I have 
not thus been able to make the labor of the convicts in any 
way remunorative, or toin any [manner] apply toward the heavy 
expenses of the institution. The general health of the prison 
has been good, and the prisoners well fed and cared for by the 
eilicient keeper, F. D. Dritten, and the most sanitary measures 
ad opted for their comfort that could be within the scope of the 
prison. 

A great inconvenience has been experienced during the 
occupation of the present temporary gunrters, being the eounty 
jail of ihe most populous county in the Territory, and the 
most of the time numerously occupied hy county prisoners. 
The want of employment for Territorial convicts has made it 
almost an impossibility to adopt any fixed system of discipline, 
such as governs regulated prisons, the jail being composed of 
fourteen cells, seven on either side of a narrow: passage way, 
cells small and. erowded to overiłowing with eounty and Ter- 
ritorial prisoners. As a humane and sanitary measure, they 
have generally been permitted access during the day time to a 
small square of room containing a stove behind the grates, 
where they received their food and what little exercise they 
could get, being returned and locked in their cells at night. 
A want of proper prison facilities for keeping the number of 
prisoners in custody isine direct cause of tlie numerous ezeapes 
that have occurred the past year, as shown in the foregoing 
summary. From authentic oficial information, I am satisfied 
that the prison keeper, or guards on duty at the time, could 
not have anticipated or prevented the late eseapes. Natural 
causes, as assigned in this, and the least earelessness or want of 
caution by the guards on duty aż the time, furnishes all tha 
can be stated in this connection. 

I would recommend as a Police safety measure, the adop- 
tion of the Gardner Shackle, in use in the Oregon Peniten- 
tiary, which shackle is spoken of very highly by all familiar 
with its use. I would further suggest that the Prison Com- 
missioner of this Territory be authorized by you to negotiate 
with the proper parties for the right to use them in this Ter- 
ritory, or to purchase the necessary number required fur use. 

By referring to the summary of expenses of the Prison, and 
to the Territorial Treasurer's Report, showing the apportion- 
ment of receipts into the Treasury, to that fund you will at 
once observe the deficieney and the exeess of the demands as 


na 
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as against the cash to apply, for which immediate relief in the 
way of revenue should be provided to meet that indebtedness. 

An act regulating the conduct, discipline and management 
ut the Territorial Prison, enacted at the fifth session of the 
Idaho Legislature, and looking to the oceupation of the new 
Prison, in course of construction by the United States Govern- 
ment atthis place, has thus far been inoperative, not being 
vertified to [the] Cominissioner as ready for use, as provided in 
section (1) of [the] act referred to. This Prison being under 
your immediate observation, I do not feel called upon to make 
further suggestions. 

By referring to the foregoing statement of the condition of 
the Prison, its cost and inconvenience, you will doubtless in 
your wisdom see the policy of occupying.the new Prison at the 
earliest date practicable, and enaet such laws and regulations 
governing the same as may come within vour province and 
judgment for the best interest of the Territory.

Public sentiment is modifying in favor of a better system to 
be adopted for the management of our Public Schools, and the 
opinion is now universally prevalent that during the last two 
years, some improvement has been made, and more interest 
manifested, as shown by this Report, compared with the for- 
mer Reports from this office. More has been accomplished in 
the improvement of schools and school houses than in any pre- 
ceding two years of our school history. 

From past progress and present indications we have much 
encouragement to press forward in the noble work, untill all 
impediments are removed, and until educational advantages 
and facilities are so multiplied that every child in the Territo- 
ry may have the opportunity of acquiring a sound and practi- 
cal education. 

The income into the Territorial Treasury Fund is entirely 
inadequate to defray the necessary expenses of furnishing 
blanks for the use of the County Superintendents and Teach- 
ers, and as this office is not disposed to run the fund in debt, T 
would most respectfully call your attention to sections 3 and 
4 of article 1, of the school law, which is for some reason al- 
most entirely neglected. Section 1 of article 2 defines the du- 
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ties of the Territorial Superintendent, which duties he is power- 
less to perform without funds. 

No apportionment has been made of Territorial School 
Funds to any county during my term of office, for the reason 
that the receipts into the Territorial Treasury have not been 
sufficient to pay for blanks as above stated. 

As yet there have been no monies paid into the "Territorial 
Sehool Fund from the sale of school lands. The United States 
law provides that the 16th and 36th section of each Township 
shall be reserved for school purposes. This act I would call 
to your special notice, as well as section 1 of artiele 1, of the 
Territorial School laws; also section 2 of article 7, providing 
compensatian for County Superintendents. 

While a fair compensation to all County Superintendents 
should be allowed, it would seem that too much distinetion is 
made in this section. 

By reference to the tabular statement of the year 1870, 

it wil be seen that the whole number of children in the dit- 
ferent counties of the Territory where Public Schools have 
been organized, as per Census Marshal's report, is 888, while 
only 427 have attended school at the cost for Teachers of $7,- 
912 35. Rent, fuel and contingent expenses, $1,295 ‘75; ma- 
king a total of $9,208 10, equal to 821 50 for each scholar, for 
the average time of about two months for cach school per 
year. 
" "We do not propose to turn back on this view of the case, 
but to go forward. The law under which we labor is not per- 
fect, and should be amended, but the success of our schools de- 
pends more upon our active interest in the cause than upon 
the letter of the law. 

The following tables present an abstract of the statistics of 
the Department of Publie Instruction of this Territory for tho 
last two years, and furnishes full proof that the cause is pro- 
gressing. á 

I would again call the attention of the several County Su- 
perintendents to my former request, to forward to this office 
all such items of information as they may gather in relation to 
schools under their supervision. 

I have given such information as seems to me will be bene- 
ficial, and hope that some effective action may be secured 
„through legislation.

To His Leeellency, E J. Curtis, Secretary, and. Acting 

Governor, of the Territory of Idaho. 

SIR,—In pursuance of Section 8, of an aet of the Idaho 
Legislature, approved January 15, 1869, entitled An Act “To 
Incorporate a Territorial Agricultural Society, and to appro- 
priate money for its support,” we most respectfully beg leave 
to report, that the Society has, since said date, been kept under 
permanent organization by its original incorporators, but not 
sufficient available means being at hand, no progress has been 
made towards the establishment of permanent Fair Grounds. 
The one thousand dollars appropriated, would have been en- 
tircly inadequate, could the whole amount have been made 
available. The act did not state the Fund upon which the 
appropriation should be drawn, hence the Controller could 
only have drawn his warrant upon the General Fund, upon 
which the Society could only have realized about four hundred 
dollars, a sum entirely too small for even a commencement of 
the enterprise. : 

Fully considering the situation, the Society concluded not to 
draw the said sum but await the further action of the coming 
Legislature upon the subject. 

We would further report that the liberal eitizens of Ada and 
surrounding counties, have subscribed stock in the aggregate 
of Eight Thousand dollars towards the enterprise, and wo ear- 
nestly believe that, if the Legislature will appropriate an equal 
amount, the Society will be able to push the good work for- 
ward, and establish permanent Fair Grounds that would be 
self-sustaining, and a credit to the Territory.

House the Bill originated.) The said committee shall report 
the day of presentation to the Governor, whieh time shall be 
carefully entered on the Journals of the House in* which the 
Bill originated. 


IX. 

All Orders, Resolutions and Votes, which are to be present- 
ed to the Governor of the Territory for his approbation, shall 
also, in the same manner, be previously enrolled, examined and 
signed, and shall be presented in the same manner, and by the 
same Committee, as provided in the case of Dills.

When the Council and House of Representatives shall judge 
it proper to make a Joint .Address to he Governor, it shall be 
presented to him in bis audience chamber by the President of 
the Council, in the presence of the Speaker and both Houses.

House is rejected by the other, notice thereof shall be given to 
the House in which the same shall have passed.

When a Dill or Resolution which has passed in one House
